he could not fail to take 
note of the concern cx- 
pressed in connection with 
the changing political, 
economic and strategic 
factors surrounding — the 
wholo of the Kashmir 
queation. 

While the situation has not 
detertorated rapidly since 
Mr Jarring’s investigation 
the fact is that nothing has 
been done to help matters 
and ao festering sore remains 
to be healed. 

Jt therefore behoves not only 
India, but the other mem- 
hers of the United Nations, 
to find an answer which 
will be readily acceptable to 
both sidea or at least agree 
on a basis for negotiation 
and not allow. the subject 
to become o perennial item 
on the ‘agenda of the

“Bottle-Peter’ learnt how . to 
build ship models from his 
falher, who was) a fisherman, 
but ft was not until he him- 
self went to scu, at the age of 
14, that he began mounting 
them in bottles, During more 
than two decades of salling all 
over the world, this became his 
chicf hobby. 

When he finally scttled on 
land aot the beginning of the 
certtury, he spent all the spar 
time he could afford from inn- 
koeplng and other aotlyitics tir 
which he ongaged in increasing 
his unusual collection.
